SGS reviews protocol with^^H says she does not want to file a complaint, 
but wants to resolve this informally, without using her name. She said she 
went to his apt. and hung out with him when she was a freshman—this was in 
2015 (he was 26 or 27 at that time). At that stage of her life, she thought that 
was a fun thing to do.. He gave her herzanax and another time mescaline... 
She says he self harmed, putting gashes in his legs, and that the times she 
spent with him are “jumbled" in her head so its’ confusing. She said he made 
her perform oral sex on him but then said she was very drugged up and can’t 
really remember. She said it was terrifying and he told her if she called the 
cops he would kill himself. He was telling her about his own childhood trauma. 
She says when she woke up the next morning, everything was normal and she 
just wenthome. She says she later met another woman and she believes 
tha^^m has given other women mescaline as well. Jsays it is a bad drug. 

She said that^^J is not contacting her except for 2016 he saw her at Fred 
Meyer and she ran to her car and he emailed her and said when 1 see you 1 
smile...you don't have to be rude—grow up. She says she deleted everything 
about him. He hasn’t contacted her since, but she wants to make sure no one 
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else has the experience she had. 

She talked about a “No-silence" web page where women are voicing concerns 

about^^|H^HH but no one has come forward. She does not want to 
file a complam^Douniim and does not want her name used. 

SGS says that since she referenced self-harm and violence, she will consult 
and refer to Michael Sledge.
